SECRET BRITISH 


RADIO ROCKET 


London, Apr. 14. 
Britain’s first radio-controlled 
rocket missile, which can attain 


a speed of more than 600 miles 


per hour, recently completed full 
range flight trials, it was reveal- 
ed at a press conference here to- 
day given by the Fairey Avia- 
tion Company, which designed 
and developed this rocket. 


Known as “The Stooge,” because 
of the case with which It can be 
manipulated in the air by control 
ffom the ground, the rocket has been 
under secret development during the 
past 18 months. It was inspected 
today by members of the press. 

A model of the rocket was on 
view and a film was shown depicting 


the success of one of its trinl flights, . 


Secretly designed and constructed 
by the Fairey Compuny in co-opera- 
tion with the Minlstry of Supply, this 
pllotless weapon vas originally 
planned to counter the Japanese | 
“suleide” bomber attacks, but pro- 
duction was delayed when the war 
in the Far East ended. 

“The Stooge’ has a range of up 
to wix miles and, controlled from the 
ground, can be flown in all direce 
tlons and varying elevations. 

One of the scientists who was 
engaged in the experiments told 
Reuter: "We have-so far tried out 
six models and have at last 
achleved success. Research into the 
posstbilit{es of -the rocket will con- 
tinue, but it Is not proposed at the 
moment to mount it with a war 
head, or to experiment with. It for 
future war purposes."—Reuter.
